Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant correctly argues that a rejection based 
totally on the notion that the functional language added is irrelevant with regards to the processor is not a correct rejection/argument. 
However applicant failed to argued the combination of Mizushima in view of Karlock, wherein Karlock does address the actual function of 
the processor at least in part in the manner claimed by applicant. Accordingly although as applicant states the Federal Circuit does not 
consider the function of the processor of Mizushima as being inherent, that function is obvious in view of Karlock and accordingly 
applicant's arguments are not found persuasive . 

Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant pointed out that in the Detailed action of the final rejection of 8/26/2005 that there was incorrect 
numbering. The rejection of paragraph 2 should be Claims 6-8 and 32-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Mizushima et al. in view of Karlock 
and specifically claim 32 is addressed by what was previous "With regards to applicant's claim 31" and claim 35 is not addressed. Rather 
claim 35 is addressed in the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejection of Mizushima in vie of Karlock further in view of Easterly et al. in paragraph 3. 
Since applicant appears to have been able to correctly infer the correct numbering (and the actual grounds of rejection did not change) a 
new rejection will not be issued. 
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
